No Soil, but Presto! Cucumbers! 


To make a success in hog raising 
every farmer ought to observe txvo 
simple rules. 
First, never have two 
hogs the same color and size. Second, 
try to grow a breed of hogs with large, 
heavy knots on the end of their tails. 
Tho purpose of the knots on their tails 
is to keep them from flopping over 
when rooting and skinning their back. 
Of course the same thing might be ac­ 
complished 
by tying rocks to their 
tails, but who wants to be going about 
tying rocks to pigs tails when they 
might just as well Ih* growing knots 
that would answer the same purpose? 


The doctor is now working out a 
formula for a pig feed to be placed on 
j the market in the near future under 
the trade name of “Knotto.” 
This 
feed will be strong on vitamin Q, 
I which is the main ingredient in knots 
I on pig tails. Care should be used in 
(feeding this new discovery to pigs so 
I as not to grow too large a knot on the 
I pigs' tail at too young an age. A pig 
; with too large a knot is liable to flop 
j over backward and bash his brains 
I out unbeknownst to itself.

The object of having no two pigs 
i the same size and color is to Biciliate 
identification in case one gets lost. For 
instance, the farmer has two pigs in 
the pen the same size and color and 
one of them gets out. How is the farm­ 
er to know which one of his pigs is 


'gone? How can he tell if its the one 


J that’s missing that is gone or the one 
I that’s still in the pen? Naturally he 
I can’t tell for sure whether its the one 
that is missing that is gone or the one 
i that is gone that is missing. 


By having his pigs all different col 
ors the farmer can tell at a glance 
whether its the pig in the pen that is 
gone or the one that is missing is the 
pig that is still in the pen. By care­ 
fully observing these few simple rules 
any farmer can qualify as an expert 
pig raiser.
